WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. — For 
the first time in the country’s his- 
tory a branch of Congress today 
went on record in wartime as fav- 
oring United States participation 
in international machinery’ to 
maintain peace. 

Action on the Fulbright resolu- 
tion came in mid-afternoon in a 
historic session of the House in 
which a majority of Republicans 
joined hands in a common cause 
with Democratic members to pass 
the resolution overwhelmingly, 
after a four-hour debate that be- 
gan yesterday. The vote, under 
suspension of the rules, was 360 to 
29, easily clearing the two-thirds 
majority necessary for adoption.

LONDON, Sept. 21 (AP). 

RIME MINISTER 

CHURCHILL announced to- 

day that an American-Brit- 
ish-Russian conference would 
take place “at an early date” 
with Foreign Secretary Eden 
representing Britain.

GERMANS SAID TO HAVE BUILT 
NO FORTIFICATIONS ON THE PO 


Swiss Report Questions Stand 
There, Thinks It Will Be on 
Line of the Alps. 


BERN, Sept. 21 (AP).—A fron- 
tier dispatch to the newspaper 
Der Bund today said the German 
Army had constructed no field for- 
tifications along the Po and that 
there were only troop concentra- 
tions in the plains along that river 
in northern Italy. 

It added, however, that. several 
airfields were being built. 

The impression is, the newspaper 
added, that the German high com- 
mand is “aware of the inferiority 
of its air striking power as well 
as its supply difficulties” and is

A Big Job, Mrs. Roosevelt Says 


War Wounded 


HONOLULU, Sept. 21 (AP).—Re- 
habilitation of the war wounded 
poses a serious and delicate prob- 
lem for the United States now and 
in the postwar years, and it must 
be solved, says Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt. — 

Here after a 20,730-mile flying 
tour of the Pacific war theater dur- 
ing which she visited hospitals at 
every opportunity, the President’s 
wife gravely told reporters yester- 
day that: . 

“We will have more handicapped 
men—who have lost arms, a leg, 
an eye—after this war than we 
ever have had before.” 

Returning these wounded and 
crippled men ‘to the nation’s social 
life “will be a problem,” she said, 
adding: 

“We can prepare now to place 
these men in useful jobs after the 
war. Employers already have been 
called on to use handicapped 
workers. They will have to be 


‘jasked to take more—and they will 


be willing to do it.

“The problem that concerns me 


most is how these returning men 
will re-enter their social lives.” 


She cited an incident of a soldier 
whose face was badly scarred on 
one side.

“That's an illustration of the 
problem I mean,” Mrs. Roosevelt 
said, “One’s natural reaction at 
seeing men like this is first to feel 
sorry for them and then draw 
away.

We 
must realize that these men 
urgently desire to feel independent 
and believe they can do things 
themselves,”

Full Strength to Be Hurled 
Against “Axis in Europe 
and ‘Asia, Chief of Staff 
Tells Legion Conven. 
tion. 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 21 (AP).— 
Great offensives in which the full 
strength of America’s armed forces 
will be hurled against the enemy 
in Asia and Europe are “just about 
to begin,” Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall said today. 

Addressing the American Legion 
convention, Gen. Marshall said 
there appeared to be some public 
misunderstandings of the recent 
Allied successes, a tendency to be- 
lieve that the final steps of the 
“war were being taken, 

On the contrary, he said in a 
speech, the last year and a half 
has been spent largely in prepara- 
tion for operations of the large 
forces still to go into action, in 
establishing bases for future cam- 
paigns. 

“Now at last we are ready to 
carry the war to the enemy,” said 
Gen. Marshall, “all overseas, thank 
God, with a power and force that 
we hope will bring this conflict to 
' an early conclusion. 

“But please remember that this 
phase is just about to begin, a 
point which seems not to be un- 
derstood by our people here at 
home, possibly because they are 
far removed from the agonies of 
war except for those whose sons 
or husbands have been engaged in 
the fighting.” 

As te Army Surpluses. 

Gen. Marshall said he found him- 
self “in a curious state of mind” 
over suggestions that perhaps the 
Army had acquired more than it 
needed of some types of war goods. 

“For three years or more,” he 
said, “it has been a daily struggle 
of striving to meet the demands 
without the available means. There 
has been the constant problem of 
weighing the priorities of this 
theater against that one, of send- 
ing men to the front for whom 
training ammunition has been 
lacking or similar deficiencies. 

“Now I find myself in the posi- 
tion of being questioned, if not in- 
vestigated, for having too much of 
something or other. I don’t know 
yet exactly what this excess is, 
but I do know that I am pro- 
foundly grateful that for once in 
the history of the” United States 
there is suggested a possibility that 
we may have too much of some- 
thing or other with which to sup- 
port our armies.” 

Preparations have been made 
fn North Africa and Sicily, and are 
about to be made in Italy, for the 
support of huge ground and air 
forces, said Marshall, and for a 
long time similar preparations 
have been under way in Great 
Britain and the Pacific. 

Bases Chief Pacific Problem. 

The Mediterranean success will 
release great naval forces for the 
war against Japan, he said, and 
this means advance planning for 
bases from which the ships can 
operate. 

“We are similarly engaged in 
planning regarding other forces, 
particularly air,” he said, “and it 
will probably interest you as much 
as it will discourage the Japanese 
to learn that our most difficult 
problem is to find sufficient bases 
from which to operate the “vast 
forces which are to be poured into 
the Pacific for the rearrangement 
of the affairs of the Son of 
Heaven with his military clique... 

“But I would add that these mat- 
ters are not the affair of a: mo- 
ment, the result of a campaign of. 
propaganda, or of temporary en- 
thusiasms or special interests, 

“We must proceed in the most 
businesslike manner possible: to 
make this war so terrible to the 
enemy, so overwhelming in char- 
acter, that never again can a small 
group of dictators find a sufficient 
following to destroy the peaceful 
security of a civilized world.”

Fighting on Corsica. 

Most of Corsica’s Italian garri- 
son of about 40,000 men has joined 
native guerrillas and French troops 
landed from fast French warships 
in a fight to wipe out the German 
forces on the island, an. officiai 
annoyncement said today. 

The announcement, issued by 
the Allied naval command, dis- 
closed that French destroyers of 
the latest design, which are 
among the world’s fastest war- 
craft, had dashed into Ajaccio 
harbor with troops and supplies 
after a first visit was paid by a 
French submarine. This subma- 
rine joined the French Navy after 
a daring flight from a French 
port last November. 

Some nights later the same war- 
ships made a second fast trip tc 
Ajaccio with more men, guns and 
other equipment. At the time, 
the fniaval announcement § said, 
“there were believed to be some 
12,000 Germans on the island east 
of a line drawn from Bastia to 
Bonifacio.

Terror in Naples. 

The Germans have turned Na-

Surrender “a Windfall.” 


“The Italian surrender was a 
windfall,” he said, “but it had 
nothing to do with the date of har- 
vesting the orchard.” 

Churchill said the Mediterranean 
campaign is not “a substitute for a 
direct attack across the channel 
on the Germans in France and the 
Low Countries”’—that he has never 
regarded it as such. 

“On the contrary,” he said, “the 
opening of this new front in the 
Mediterranean was always intend- 
ed to be an essential preliminary 
to the main attack upon Germany 
and her ring of subjugated and 
satellite states.” 

He disclosed, however, that he 
and President Roosevelt set Italy’s 
elimination from the war as their 
principal objective when they met 
in Washington last May and added 
that no one “would have expected 
it to have been so rapidly 
achieved.” 

He termed the invasion of the 
Naples area the “most daring am- 
phibious operatson/ we have yet 
launched or which I think ever has 
been launched on a similar scale 
in the war.” 

He explained that the Allies 
could not have gone farther north 
unless they had dispensed with aid 
from shore-based aircraft—a fact 
which the Germans must have 
known. — 

Even in landing south of Naples, 
he said, Allied forces were depend- 
ent “to an important extent” on 
carrier-borne aircraft in which the 
Allies are becoming stronger and 
stronger. 

Rome Landing Called Off. 


He revealed that arrangements 
had been made to land an Amer- 
ican air-borne division in Rome at 
the same time as the main inva- 
sion of Italy but that it was not 
possible because the Germans held 
the airfields. 

The claim that Hitler was given 
40 days to move in on Italy, the 
Prime Minister said firmly, “is as 
ill-founded in fact as it is wound- 
ing to those bereaved. The timing 
of our main attack in Italy was 
fixed withdut the slightest refer- 
ence to the attitude of the Italian 
Government.” | 

Churchill’s calm description of 
the planning that had gone into the 
Italian campaign—it was an an- 
swer to critics in the same forum 
where he had met and mastered so 
many previous criticisms—present- 
ed the picture of an Allied hand in 
Italy far harder than had been pre- 
viously known. 


We did not insist on having 
Mussolini handed over to us be- 
forehand, he said, for the simple 
reason that it would have tipped 
off the Germans of the Italian 
plah to make peace at a moment 
when “the Italians were in the 
position of having! still to appear 
as allies of Germany.” 


Italians Failed Duty. 


Too, his disclosure that precise 
measures had been taken’to keep 
Mussolini in Allied hands—meas- 
ures extending to orders for the 
former Premier's execution if 
necessary — suggested something 
far removed from the sentimental 
approach to Mussolini which some 
had accused the Allies of making. 

Premier Pietro Badoglio’s gov- 
ernment, Churchill explained, had 
made preparations to hold Musso- 
lini but were not prepared against 
the one method Hitler attempted 
and brought off—‘“a heavy para- 
chute descent at that particular 
point (Gran Sasso).” 

“They had one card up their 
sleeves,” he added calmly. “The 
carabinieri guards had orders to 
shoot Mussolini if any attempt 
was made to rescue him but they 
failed in their duty.” 

Gain in Air War. 

Turning to the air war, the 
Prime Minister announced that 
the weight of bombs dropped on 
German territory in the last year 
was three times that of the pre- 
ceding 12 months and that the 
United States and British aircraft 
supply now exceeds that of Ger- 
many by more than four to one. 
“Complete strategic air domina- 
tion of Germany by Anglo-Ameri- 
can air forces is not necessarily 
beyond our reach even in 1944 
with consequences, if it were at- 
tained, which cannot be measured 
but most certainly would be pro-

continued, he said, “we should 
with very small loss to ourselves 
be in a position when actual 
methodical destruction of every 
building of the enemy would be- 
come possible.” —

He said the fundamental fact of 
Japan’s situation was the diminu- 
ition of her shipping. She is 
losing ships and planes faster than, 
they can be replaced, he asserted. 

U. S. Forces on Sardinia. 

Disclosing American forces have 
landed on Sardinia, he said these 
forces were assisting four Italian 
divisions who have driven the Ger- 
mans out of Sardinia. 

“We had made great and elab- 
orate plans for the invasion of 
Corsica and Sardipgia,” Churchill 
added amid laughter, “but we 
have got them in the pick up.” 

Surveying the recent fighting, 
Churchill said “I was bound to 
make this admission — that it 
looks as if we cut it very fine 
indeed. You have to run risks; 
there are no certainties in war. 
There is a precipice on either 
side of you, a precipice of cau- 
tion and a precipice of over- 
daring.”

CHURCHILL TEXT: ‘ALMOST UNBROKEN SUCCESSES FOR 
Victories on Land, Sea, in Air: 


Destruction in Raids on Reich 
Crippling Foe’s Offensive Power 


‘Enormous Diversion of German Strength to 


Internal Defense’—No Ship Sunk by 
U-Boat From Sept. 1 to 15. 


LONDON, Sept. 21 (AP). 


OLLOWING is a condensed text o; Prime Minister Churchill's 


F address to Parliament today: 


I could not embark upon the 
bysiness which is set down for to: 
day without expressi what'is in 
the hearts of all members of this 
House—our profound regret at the 
very sad news it has been your 
duty, Mr. Speaker, to announce 
fram the chair and the sudden 
death early this merning of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Only yesterday evening he sat 
with us in Cabinet, apparently in 
the best health and spirits andj again 
new he has been instantaneous! 
removed from our affairs in whic 
he was playing a most important 
part. I would suggest that on the; an 
next sitting day we pause for a 
short time in our business in ar- 
der to give the House the oppor 
tunity of paying a more formal 
tribute to one of ita distinguished 

members who was holding an of- 
fice of the greatest uenee in 
the peculiar stresses of war. 

I will defer any remarks which 
I may make an thig sad matter— 
to me a very acute personal grief 
—until the proper time is reached. 


Decision on North Africa 
In June, 1942, Recalled. 


I now turn to the statement 
which I understood was desired by 
the House that I should make. 

I have to go some way back in 
order to put the whole broad scene 
before the House. 

At my conference with the Presi- 
dent at Washington in June, 1942, 
the decision was taken to send ania 
American Army and a strong Brit- 
ish contingent to occupy French 
Northwest Africa and, later on, 
Nov. 8 1942, was fixed fer the 
descent. I was very much in favor 
of this for a variety of reasons 
most of which are now well known, 

I have never regarded this Af- 
rican operation as a substitute for 
a direct attack across the Channel 
upon the Germans in Franee ar 
the Low Countries. On the eon- 
trary the opening of this new 
front in the Mediterranean wag al- 
ways intended by itself and athera 
to be an essential preliminary te 
the main attack on Germany and 
her ring of subjugated and gsatel- 
lite states. 

At that time, 15 months age, no 
decision was taken beyond the oo- 
cupation of North Africa. There 
followed almost immediately, 
fact while I was in Washington, 
the June, 1942, disaster of Tohruk 
and the retreat, with the loss of 
80,000 men, of our desert army of 
more than 400 miles to the ap- 
proaches to Cairp and Alexandria. 

This raised very grave issues, the 
Delta, Nile Valley and Suez Canal 
all being in jeopardy. At the same 
time a German attack through the 
Caucasus was developing in a way 
which seemed to menace the 
Caspian basin and the vital oil- 
fields of Baku, Iraq and Persia. 


Assurance Given by Stalin 


Reds Could Hold Germans. 

At Moscow Premier Stalin was 
able to speak to me with confi- 
dence in his ability te withstand 
the German attack and he told 
me beforehand of the caunter- 
strokes by which he intended to 
relieve Stalingrad and if possible 
to destroy the German forces be- 
fore it. 

At Cairo Generals Alexander and 
Montgomery were placed in com- 
mand and their substantial re- 
inforcements which had been sent 
from Britain several months hefore 
had arrived to strengthen the * 
ert army. Plans were made to 
resist Rommel's impending attack 
and thereafter to regain the initia- 
tive by a major battle. These plans 
preved successful, ve exactly 
a year ago, on Sept. 28, began the 
heavy action which resulted in 
Rammel's decisive repulse and a 
month later the desert army won 
a hard and prolonged hattle at El 
Alamein and set forth upon its 
immortal march—a march that is 
not yet completed. 

From that time on for a whole 
year we and our great allies have 
had an almost unbroken success 
by land, by sea and in the air. I 
cannot recollect anything so com- 
plete and prolonged as the series 
of vietories which have attended 
our Allied arms in almost every 
theater. 

At the same time that our desert 
army has been making its great ad- 
vance with the conquest of North- 
west Africa and Sicily, the Rus- 
sian armies have advanced 1000 
miles of front from the Volga al- 
most to the Dnieper, a distance in 
many places of more than 500 
miles, driving before them with 
prodigious slaughter the hordes of 
Germans who had invaded their 
country and inflicted so many in- 
describable barbarities upon its 
inhabitants. 


Plans Extended to Italy 


After Victory in Tunisia. 

When I next met the President 
in January of this year and the 
combined Anglo-American ataffs 
went into a protracted conference 
at Casablanca the whole scene of 
the war was already transformed. 

No decision had hitherte been 
taken by us to go beyond North 
Africa, but now the advanee of the 
desert army, which already stood 
before the gates of Tripoli, brought 
another quarter million men inte

Speaking particularly of our own 
air power, the weight of bombs 
discharged by the Royal Air Force 
on Germany, in the last 12 months 
ia three times that of the preced- 
ing 12 months and the weight of 
bembe discharged in the last three 
Montha ia half as great again as 
that ef the preceding three 
months, There has also been great 
improvement in accuracy, owing to 
technical deviees.

Offensive Power of Foe. 

‘The almost tatal and systematic 
destruction of many of the centers 
ef the German war effort con- 
tinues on a greater scale and at 
a greater pace.

The effect upon German war 
production in all its forms and 
upon U-boat building are matched 
by those produced upon the life 
and economy of the whole of that 
guilty organization. There has 
been an enormous diversion of 
the German energy from the war 
fronts to internal defense against 
our attacks and the offensive pow- 
er of the enemy has been notably 
cr —*2* thereby. 

German air force has. been 
driven increasingly onto the de- 
fensive, The attacks we have had 
in thig island, though marked by 
egcasional distressing incidents 
are at present negligible compared 
with the vast scale of war. The 
enemy ia increasingly compelled 
ta concentrate on building fighter 
aircraft and t fighter aircraft 
for home defense at the expense 
of his bomber production.

In Output of New Planes. 

The Royal Air Force is at pres- 
ent maintaining in action through- 
out the’ war scene in all theaters 
nearly 50 per cent more first line 
aircraft than Germany. That is, 
the R. A. F. alone, apart from Rus- 
sia. On top of this already heavy 
preponderance comes the whole 
rapidly expanding weight of the 
United States Army, building up 
ceaselessly in this country and al- 
ready in aetion on a great scale 
both here and in the Mediterrane- 
an. 

The American system of daylight 
bombing gives great accuracy on 
specific targets and is also accom- 
panied by very severe fighting, 
producing heavy losses among the 
enemy's fighting aircraft. 

Many superb actions of courage 
and daring have been fought by 
the great American air force who 
is developing here and in _ the 
Mediterranean a high spirit of fel- 
lowship. Generous emulation sub- 
sists between them and their Brit- 
ish comrades. 

The British and American forces 
are fed by an ever broadening and 
improving supply of new aircraft

This destruction by the Anglo-

All this must he considered in re- 
lation to the gigantic struggle 
which is proceeding ceaselessly 
along the 2000-mile Russian front 
from the White Sea ta the Black 
Sea, where the Russian forces are 
already at many points superior in 
strength to the Germans. 

But we must not in these favor- 
able tendencies do anything to 
weaken our efforts or to belittle 
the dangers that are facing us or 
believe t the war is coming to 
an end, 

On the contrary we must expect 
that a terrible foe whom we are ao 
heavily amiting wil} make frenzied 
efforts to retaliate. 

The speeehes of German leaders 

itlier downwards contain 
mysterious allusions to new 
methods and new weapons which 
will presently be tried againgt us. 
It would be of course only natural 
for the enemy to spread such 
rumors in order to encourage his 
own people. 

There is probably more in it 
than that. We have for example 
now had experience on a new type 
of aerial bomb which the enemy 
has begun to use upon our shipping 
at close quarters on our ships close 
to the coast. This bomb may be 
described as a sort of rocket-as- 
sisted glider which releages its 
bombs from a height and is di- 
recteg@ towards its target by a 
parent aircraft. It may be that 
the Germans are developing other 
weapons on novel lines with which 
they hope to do us damage. I can 
assure the House that unceasing |™ 
vigilance and most intense study— 
the most intense we are capable of 
giving—is being given to these pos- 
sibilities. So far we have always 
been able to find an answer to any 
new problems presented. 

Parliament recessed at this point 
in Churchill’s speech. Resuming, 
he said: 

At the same time no one must 
exclude frem their minds that 
novel forms of attack will be em- 
ployed. ... Se much for air. 


Great Success Achieved 
n War Against U-Boats. 

Not less remarkable than air or 
land and certainly not least im- 
portant is the révolution effected 
in our position at sea, I have re- 
peatedly stated our greatest dan- 
ger since the war began, since in- 
vasion seemed so much more re- 
mote, is the U-boat war upon our 
sea communications and Allied 
shipping all over the world. 

The great victory which was 
won by our North Atlantic convoys 
and their escorts in May was fol- 
lowed by a magnificent diminution 
in sinkings. 

The monthly statements which 
are issued on authority of the 
President and myself and about 
which the Canadian Government— 
who contribute to the battle of the 
Atlantic brave men, airplanes and 
vessels—are also consulted, deserve 
close attention. 

I have little to add to them to- 
day but it’s a fact that for the 
four months which ended Sept. 18, 
no merchant vesse] was sunk by 
enemy action in the North At- 
lantic. 

The month of August was the 
lowest month we have ever had 
since the United States entered 
the war and was less than half the 
average of British and Allied sink- 
ings in the 15 months preceding 
the American entry into the war. 


No Ships Sunk by U-Boat 


First Half of September. 

In the first fortnight of Septem- 
ber no Allied ships were sunk by 
U-boat action in any part of the 
world. 

This is altogether unprecedented 
in the whole history of the U-boat 
struggle either in’ this war or the 
last. 

Naturally I do not suggest for a 
moment that this immunity or any- 
thing like it could possibly con- 
tinue. A new herd of U-boats has 
been coming gut in the last week 
or so into the Atlantic from bases 
in France and Germany and they 
no doubt have been fitted with 
what is thought to be the best and 
latest apparatus. 

We for our part have not been 
idle and we await this renewal of 
the conflict, which in fact already 
has begun—one convoy is being at- 
tacked at the present time—with 
sober confidence. If they attack 
convoys we shall be able to attack 
U-boats. 

In spite, however, of the re- 
duced number of U-boats which 
have been at work since the May 
massacre, rarely a day passes with- 
out us getting one of these ill- 
starred vessels. Moreover, United 
States and British air attacks on 
German bases and building yards 
and on factories where the com- 


ponent parts are made have defin- 
itely reduced the rate of produc- 
tion ef U-boats in Germany. The 
high percentage of killings has 
certainly affeeted the morale of 
U-boat erews and many of the 
most experienced U-boat captains 
have been drewned or are prison-

of the war. We have a substantial 
margin between us and what is 
called the danger level and which 
we have never trenched upon even 
at the worst times. 

T yepeat, as I always have done 
and as I am beund ta de, my 
warning that no rantee ean he 
given for the continuance of these 
favorable gonditions, byt I ean 
new go sa far ag ta say we cquid 
only be defeated by U-boats if we 
were guilty of gross neglect of 
duty in shipyards and on the sea 
and of inexcusable falling off in 
that scientific and technical abil- 
ity on both sides of the Atlantic 
which hitherto has stood us in 
good stead, 

I cannot pass from this subject 
without paying tribute once more 
to. the officers and men of the 
merehant navy whose losses have 
been even in greater proportion 
than those of the Royal Navy. 


Much Attention Given 


To War so. Japan. 

At the conference at Quehee 

much attention was given to the 
prosecution of the war against Ja- 
pan, an offensive already on faat 
on a considerable scale in variqua 
partg of the Pacific. The main 
strength of the United States ig 
deployed in that ocean. The main 
weight of the offensive operatiqns 
there is in the Solomons and New 
Guinea, where Gen. MacArthur 
an officer of outstanding personal]. 
ity to whom we and our Australian 
brothers are under an immeasur- 
able debt—is conducting a Jarge- 
scale offensive. 

These operations give great 
premise for the future and will 
unfold stage by stage as the 
months pass by. 

While we were at Quebec" we also 
received news of the evacuation of 
the Japanese from the Aleutian Is- 
lands, which are American terri- 
tory. The occupation of Kiska, in 
which Canadian forces also took 
part, was a sequel to the annihila- 
tion of the Japanese garrison from 
the Island of Attu, and it was cer- 
tainly remarkable for the fact that 
the Japanese, who had occupied 
Kiska with a garrison of 10,000 
men or more, were not prepared 
to await the assault but fled be- 
forehand under cover of dark- 
meas... 


Here is a new feature in the 
resistance of Japan. Hitherto we 
reckoned on their dying to the 
last man which they certainly did 
et Attu and in which respect we 
were prepared to serve them as 
well as we could, but at. Kiska 
and also to some extent at Sala- 
maua and Lae a somewhat differ- 
ent mood: seemed to possess the 
enemy. Evacuation and retreat in 
order to save lives now seems to 
take a place_in their method of 
fighting. We shall see in due 
course whether these new tenden- 
cies become pronounced; if so, 
while they will not alter the result 
they will save cost and trouble. 

. The fundamental fact in the war 
against Japan ig the steady diminu- 
tion of Japanege shipping in rela- 
tion to the task their war policy 
imposed ypon them. The wasting 
process is most marked .. . they 
cannot poggibly hold the vast areas 
they occupy except upon a certain 
minimum shipping supply. Their 
losses certainly exceed any means 
they have or can ever obtain of 
replacement. 

his also is true about their air 
force which long ago had. 
been overtaken and now is in- 
creasingly surpassed every month 
by the enormous United States ex- 
pansion... 

I venture to dwell on these fa- 
vorable aspects of the war against 
Japan only because I know it is 
realized throughout the United 
States that the slightest slacken- 
ing of effort would destroy all. 
These favorable tendencies depend 
on a small margin. Any slacken- 
ing of effort might allow them to 
come into a stagnant condition 
and we might well find, ourselves 
condemned to a longdrawn process 
of futile expenditure of life and 
treasure. It is the pace that kills. 


Allied Southeast Asia 


Command Held Necessary 
Considerable progress has been 
made in the reorganization of the

Southeast Asia command which is 
being set up in India to intensify 
the war against Japan. The 8u- 

reme Allied Commander, Admiral 
Mountbatten, will shortly arrive in 
India, accompanied by staff offi- 
cers who will form a combined 
Allied headquarters modeled on 
that which haa been set up under 
Gen. Hisenhower. , . . 

This form ef cembined Allied 
headquarters was absolutely necea- 
sary hecauge many United States 
establishments were growing up 
separately for many purposes in 
that area, particularly in respgat 
to the great air reute te China... 

Headquarters of the new com- 
mand will be set up first at Delhi 
so ag to be... in elesest liaison 
with the government of India and 
with Auchinleck, commandetein- 
chief in India, The new command 
and the appointment of Moynt- 
batten -have heen warmly wel- 
comed by Chiang Kai-shek. 


Downfall of Mussolini; 
Armistice Difficulties. 


To understand fully any part af 
this war one muat have at least 
a broad eonception of the whale, 

I now return, after placing these 
general cansiderations before the 
House, to the more recent events 
in the Mediterranean theater which 
are sq fresh and vivid in our 
minds, 

July 25 was a memorable day. 
Even hefore we had hajf com- 
pleted the conquest of Sicily or 
had set feet on the Italian main- 
land, Dictator Musselini was over- 
thrawn and the Wasciat regime 
Which had lasted 21 years Was 
cast down, vehemently repudiated 
hy the whale mass of the Italian 
peaple. 

The Badoglio government came 
inte existence with the intention 
of making peace in aecardance 
with the will of the nation. They 
were, however, intruded upon at 
all points and averlaid by the Ger- 
mang and had the greatest diffi- 
eulty in maintaining themselves 
against thig fateful pressure, We 
knew nothing about this new re- 
gime, Qnee Fascism was complete- 
ly overthrown we ‘naturally were 
anxious te find some authority 
with whem we eould deal so as te 
bring about the unegnditional sur- 
render of Italy in the shortest time 
with the least possible cost in the 
blood of our soldiers. 

It was necesary, as I advised 
the House, to wait until the pogi- 
tion had become more definite and 
we therefore continued our prepa- 
rations far an invasion in strength 
ef the mainiand of Italy and of 
Burope en which we resolved at 
the May eanference at Washing- 
ton. 

Presently feelerg were put out by 
the new Italian government 
through various channels, asking 
for terms and explaining the 
deadly eharacter of the difficulties 
in whieh they were involved. These 
difficulties arese fram the menac- 
ing presence of German armies, 
poliee and apies all areund them 
» +. we were sympathetic to those 
difficulties.

Wait and see. That is cheap 
eriticiam from people who must he 
hard put te it to find criticism, 
but I am going to angwer very 
precisely and exhaustively... We 
were sympathetic tq these difficyl- 
ties, but to al] advances we made 
the reply; Surrender must be un— 
canditional. On Aug, 15 an Italian 
envoy, an officer with the rank of 
general, called on aur Ambassador 
at Madrid, Sir Samuel Hoare, with 
credentials proving he came with 
full authority from Marshal Bade- 
glio and that he came to say that 
when the Allies landed in Italy, the 
Italian government was prepared 
to join them against Germany. 
When could they come? 


Churchill and Roosevelt 
Act Together at Quebee 


I was at this time not ‘entirely 
by accident at Quebec for the cgn- 
ference and I was in closest cgn- 
tact with the President. The For- 
eign Secretary was with me and 
I also was accompanied by an am- 
ple cipher~staff and secretariat 
through whom hourly touch could 
be maintained with my colleagues 
in the war cabinet. The President 
and I therefore were able to act 
together and give prompt guidange 
in any emergency. 

With the approval of the War 
Cabinet it was decided that Eisen- 
hower sheuld send British and 
American ataff officers to meet 
the Italian envoy at Lisbon. 

We at anee informed Premier 
Stalin of what was in progress. 
On Aug. 10, a meeting in Lishen 
teak place, The envoy was in- 
formed we would only accept un- 
conditional surrender. Military 
terms embodying this act of sur- 
render—not so much the conditions 
as the direction following the act 
of gurrender—whiech had been pre- 
pared some weeks earlier, after 
prolonged discussion between 

ashington, London and Eisen- 
hower's headquarters, were now 
placed before the envoy. 

He did not oppose those terms, 
drastic theugh they were, but re- 

lied the purpose of his visit was 
9 diseusg how Italy could join the 
United Nations in the war against 
Germany. ; 

He also asked how the terms 
could be executed in face of Ger- 


man oppositian. 


Italians Promised Aid 
In Fighting Germans. 

The British and American of- 
ficers replied they were empowered 
to discuss unconditional surrender, 
They were however, authorized to 
add—this was the decision we took 
at Quebec—that if at any time, 
anywhere and in any circum- 
stances any Italian forces or peo- 
ple were found by our troops to be 
fighting the Germans we would 
sees Sy give them all possible 
aid. Qn Aug. 23, the Italian Gen- 
eral departed with these military 
terms expregsing the act of uncop- 
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ditional surrender and with full 
warning that eivi] and administra- 
tive terms would he presented 
later. 

He then made his way back to 
Rome with great secrecy and 
danger. He promised to lay these 
terms before his government and 
to bring back their answer to Gen. 
BHisenhower's headquarters by Aug. 
31. In the interval another Ital- 
jan General arrived bringing -with 
him as hig credentials no less a 
persen than Gen. Carton de Wiart,

We did not doubt the sincerity 
of the envoy nor his government, 
but we were not able to reveal our 
military plans for the invasion of 
Italy. . . . The real difficulty was 
that the Italians were powerless 
and until we landed in strength, we 
couldn't give them a date. 

We therefore timed the an- 
npuncemens for the moment we 

deemed would give us the best 
military chance and give them the 
best chance of extricating them- 
selves from the German grip. This 
meant an armistice should be ac- 
corded qnly at that moment or just 
before our main descent. . 


Plan to Land Paratroaps 
At Rome Balked by Nazis 


We would have done more if it 
had been possible to help this ua- 
happy government who was heset 
on every side by insoluble prob- 
lems and who have since acted to- 
wards us to their best ability both 
with courage and ‘good faith. 


We offered and prepared to land 
an American airborne division at 
Rome at the same time the armi- 
stice was declared in order to fight 
off two German armored divisions 
massed outside it to help Italians, 
but ewing te the German invest- 
ment of Rome’s air fields which 
took place in the last day or two 
before the announeement of the 
armistice—of which investment the 
Italian Government warned us—it 
was not possible to carry out this 
part of the plan, ... 

Unconditional surrender of course 
compromises everything. But not 
only was a special provision for 


the surrender _of war criminals 


included in the longer terms but 
partigular stipulation was made 
for the surrender of Signor Musso- 
lini. 

It was not however possible to 
arrange for him to be delivered 
specially and separately before the 
armistice and our main landing 
took place, for this would eertainly 
haye disclosed the intentions of 
the Italian government to the 
enemy , . 

The Italian position had been 
that although an internal revolu- 
tion had taken place in Italy, they 
were still the allies of Germany, 
carrying on a common cause with 
them. This was a position very 
difficult to maintain day after day 
with the pistols of gestapo point- 
ing at the napes of sa many necks. 
Mussolini Under Guard 

For Allies When Rescued, 

We have every reason to helieve 
that Mussolini was being kept 
under strong guard in a secure 
place. Certainly it was very much 
in the interests of the Badoglia 
government to make sure he did 
not escape. 

Musgoglini himself was reported 
to have declared he helieved he 
was being delivered to the Allies. 
This was certainly the intention 
and would have taken place, but 
for circumstances unhappily be- 
yond our control, 

The measures which the Badog- 
lia government took were care- 
fully conceived and the best they 
could do to hold Mussolini, but 
they did not proyide against so 
heavy a parachute descent ag the 
Germans made at the particular 
point where he was confined, 

The stroke was one of great 
daring and was conducted with a 
heavy force and certainly shows 
there may be possibilities of this 
kind which are apen in modern 
war. 

I do not think there was any 
slackness or breach of faith on 
the part of the Badoglio govern- 
ment and they had one card up 
their sleeve — carabinieri guards 
had orders to shoat Mussolini if 
there was any attempt at a rescue 
—but they failed in their duty, 
having regard to the larger and 
considerable German forces who 
descended upon them from the air 
who undoubtedly would have held 
them responsible for his health 
and safety. 

So much fpr that. The terms 
were signed at Syracuse on the 
night of Sept. 3 and from that 
time’ forth occasional aircraft 
passed secretly between Rome and 
Allied headquarters. 

This was a very difficult matter 
as great numbers of guns have to 
be silenced. The Russian Soviet 
Government, having studied the 
terms, authorized Gen. Eisenhower 
to sign them in their name and he 
accordingly did that, not only on 
behalf of the United States and 
Great Britain but on hehalf of the

Australian-manned Beaufighters 
poured 20,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion into an airdrome, supply 
dumps, antiaircraft positions and 
surface craft Sunday at Kimbe 
Bay.

Heavy Allied Raid. : 

On Cape Gloucester, fighter-es- 
corted Liberators and Flying Fort- 
resses dumped 94 tons of bombs 
Sunday, destroying five enemy 
bombers and a fighter on the 
ground and setting airdrome fires 
which could be seen better than 
half-way back toward Lae. All the 
raiders returned to base. 

In the Finschhafen sector, once 
the supply depot for Lae, Mitchells, 
Marauders and Liberators gave air- 
drome, supply and surface targets 
a thorough going over, dropping 
22 tons of bombs and strafing from 
low altitude. 

The furious air activity in the 
Solomons of recent days simmered 
down. The Japanese weakly raided 
Munda, New Georgia, and Vella 
Lavella positions of the Americans 
Saturday and Admiral William F. 
Halsey’s air arm struck at gun 
positions at Bamberi harbor and 
Parapatu Point, defending the 
enemy garrison at Vila, on Kolom- 
bangara.

I think that it is a responsibility 
and duty that this Congress owes 
to the American people, and that 
by the passage of the resolution 
we will reflect their will.

Disbarment proceedings against 
James L. Wren, an attorney and 
former State Representative, were 
instituted today in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals by the Bar Com- 
mittee for the eighth Judicial Cir- 
cuit which alleged professional 
misconduct and stated that he had 
given false testimony before the 
committee. 

Specific charges against Wren, 
who was unsuccessful candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Coroner in 1940, involved defraud- 
ing clients, posting fraudulent 
bonds, fabricating a telegram pur- 
portedly from the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office, and falsely represent- 
ing that he could obtain reinstate- 
ment of dismissed WPA workers: 

Accused of Taking Ring. 

On one occasion, the bar commit- 
tee alleged, Wren took a diamond 
ring from the purse of a client, 
Mrs. Florence Curler, 6155 Delmar 
boulevard, which subsequently was 
recovered by police. The attorney, 
it was stated, claimed the ring was 
security for his fee but a Justice 
of the Peace hearing resulted in 
the return of the ring to the cli- 
ent when it was shown a receipt 
for the fee was for a cash payment 
of $17. 

Another client, Edith Hoeh, the 
petition stated, complained to the 
Circuit Attorney’s office of Wren's 
handling of a real estate deal but 
when notified to appear in the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office he caused 4 
telegram to be sent his client pur- 
ported to be from the Circuit's 
Attorney's office falsely saying 
the conference was postponed. He 
subsequently testified falsely be 
fore the bar committee abopt this 
transaction, it was alleged. 

False Charge 

Besides several allegations of the 
posting of worthless bonds, sup- 
ported by false affidavits, the bar 
committee stated that Wren placed 
a false charge against a defend- 
ant in a divorce suit. 

In September, 1940, it was al- 
leged Wren frequented the Civil 
Courts Building, approaching per- 
sons who had received notice of 
dismissal from the WPA and 
falsely pretending that he was a 
personal friend of a WPA execw- 
tive and could procure their rein- 
statement. 

Wren, who was a State Repre- 
sentative in 1929-30 ran for nomi- 
nation’for this office several times 
afterward. He was acquitted in 


1935 of a charge of fraudulently |Z:

partment from persons from whom 
he collected money.

“Everyone out of the last war 
remembers Gen, Pershing but no 
one remembers Gen. March ,who 
was chief of staff,” these political 
members of the conference argued.

To this military men replied 
that in World War I there was 
only a single theater of operations 
-—Europe. In this war there are 
mine theaters and Marshall has 
been directing strategy and opera- 
tions in them all. To give him an 
assignment in Europe, no matter 
on what scale the invasion would 
be mounted, would be to take out 
of his control the over-all direction 
of the war. 

Then only a few days ago Mar- 
shall’s colleagues learned from the 
chief of staff himself that the 
transfer plan was still set up. Ru- 
mors began to reach Congress and 
the public. On Saturday the Army 
and Navy Journal touched off the 
public controversy by charging 
that “powerful interests” were back 
of the proposed transfer. 

Urged Frontal Assault. 

High military men are reluctant 
to discuss the motives behind the 
proposal. It is known that for 
more than a year Marshall has 
urged a frontal, cross-channel as- 
gault on Hitler’s European fortress. 
Until recent months the British 
have been reluctant. In May in 
Wasington and at Quebec, how- 
ever, they have shown more will- 
ingness to go along with such a 
plan. Today, of course, Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill in his 
address in Parliament spoke in 
terms of a vast invasion which 
should come “in the west” at “the 
right time.” 

Ill-Fated Dieppe Raid. 

It is conceivable that the British 
may have said something like this 
to Roosevelt: “Your people have 
been eager for the cross-channel 
invasion. Therefore, is it not logi- 
cal that Gen, Marshall be chosen 
to direct such an invasion?” Such 
an argument might have weighed 
heavily with the President. He it 
was who sided with the British 
in favor of the Italian operation 
rather than the frontal assault. 
The risks in a cross-channel at- 
tack were far too great, the British 


have argued, and they pointed to | 


the ill-fated Dieppe raid to prove 
their point. 

To say that the proposed trans- 
fer of Marshall has dismayed 
American military men is to put 
it mildly. Many feel that other top 
figures might follow him into com- 
paratively unimportant posts. It 
might presage the transfer of 
Adm. Ernest J. King, Chief of 
Naval Operations, who is known 
to have consistently held out for 
a greater share of war materials 
for the war in the Pacific.

Army Air Forces. 


Senate Military Committée Chair- 
man Against Transfer. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
Chairman Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the Senate Military 
Committee gave notice today he 
would interpose strenuous objec- 


tion if Gen. Marshall should be 
transferred from his post as Army 
Chief of Staff to other duties, 

Commenting on an editorial in 
the Army and Navy Journal which 
discussed recurring reports that 
Marshall might be re-assigned as 
Allied commander in chief in the 
European theater, Reynolds said 
in an interview that removal of 
the Chief of Staff would be “the 
most destructive thing that could 
happen to the morale of our troops 
throughout the world.” 

“I would feel obligated,” he said, 
“both as a United States Senator 
and as a citizen, to protest the 
removal of Gen. Marshall by kick- 
ing him upstairs. 

“Gen. Marshall is the one man 
who has solidified sentiment be- 
hind our fighting forces. He has 
superior, far-reaching knowledge of 
the world battlefronts and fine 
mental and physical capacities. 
Certainly he ‘is high in the esti- 
mation of Congress. I don’t know 
of any other man who could fill 
his place.” 

He said he had received a num- 
ber of indignant telegrams from 
private citizens opposed to Mar- 
shall’s transfer. 

The Marshall reports brought a 
reference to “slick English diplo- 
mats” into the House debate on 
foreign policy. 

Using that descriptive, Repre- 
sentative Jessie Sumner (Rep.), 
‘Tilinois, told her colleagues that 
“a few weeks ago I heard they 
were trying to get General Mar- 
shall kicked upstairs because he 
stands for our American rights.”

Both are looking hopefully to the Constitutional Convention as 
if they expected some sort of parliamentary magic to lift them 
out of the messy state of municipal housekeeping into which they 


have grown. 


It is obvious that constitutional 
treatment is called for if these 
two areas, holding nearly one- 
third of the State’s population, 
are so to conduct their affairs 
that the inhabitants may enjoy 
that measure of health, happiness, 
prosperity and general welfare 
which will contribute most to the 
general good of the State of Mis- 
souri. 

For the City of St. Louis it is 
evident a reconstructed Constitu- 
tion could, (1) cut away the 
straight-jacket of ancient boun- 
daries stifling the city’s growth 
‘tand life; (2) provide a larger and 
more certain degree of home rule 
whereby the inhabitants them- 
selves could solve most of the 
problems through local govern- 
mental agencies. 


County’s Problems. 


For St. Louis County, growing 
rapidly and swarming with more 
than 300,000 inhabitants, and con- 
taining 51 incorporated cities, 
towns and villages, it is equally 
évident that the framework of 
government for counties estab- 
lished 68 years ago is just too 
weak to carry the load. 

Most of the questions discussed 
fn earlier articles of this series are 
as fully applicable to St. Louis and 
St. Louis County as to other sec- 
tions. This is true of such matters 
as the clarification of powers of 
the executive, reorganization of the 
Legislature with fair apportion- 
ment of representation, improve- 
ment of the judiciary, removal of 
the public school system from poli- 
tics, equalization of the tax bur- 
den and enlargement of the pow- 
ers of local governments. 

This article is concerned with 
the special problems arising from

Foremost among the problems 
of the city is that of its boundaries 
which have remained the same 
since 1876 when the city was sep- 
arated from the county. That sep- 
aration and the fixing of the city’s 
boundaries came about under pro- 
visions of the Constitution of 1875. 
The city’s Mmits as then estab- 
lished werp considerably extended 
to take in a large undeveloped 
area in which there was oppor- 
tunity for growth. The city’s 
growth long ago took up the slack 
and overflowed into the county, 
but the boundaries remain the 


same. 

As St. Louis now stands its area 
is 61 square miles. Los Angeles 
has 448 square miles. Area of St. 
Louis County is 497 square miles; 
city and county combined, 558. 

The complete separation of city 
and county, creating St. Louis as 
an independent municipality which 
is not in or a part of a county, 
had the unforeseen effect of mak- 
ing its boundaries virtually “un- 
changeable. The city suffers to- 
day from that straight-jacket. It 
does not have the standing in 
census reports that it should have. 
But far more important, is the con- 
fusion and lack of uniformity in 
the establishment and operation of 
many municipal services which 
really concern the whole area and 
not merely one part. 


Smoke Ordinance. 

An example is the St. Louis 
smoke ordinance, clearing the air 
of pollution: which had-plagued the 
community for years. Action by 
St. Louis alone could not be fully 
effective, and yet the city had no 
authority beyond its own limits. 
Voluntarily, most of the ingqor- 
porated places in St. Louis County 
adopted similar ordinances. The 
continued success of this measure 
depends on co-operation of a great 
many municipalities. 

An extensive study of the prob- 
lem of the restricted boundaries 
of the city with relation to the 
Constitution has been made by the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
a report of which will be made 
available to the convention. This 
report, however, does not consti- 
tute a recommendation. The com- 
lexity of the problem is such that 
it is doubtful if any recommenda- 
tion now would go further than 
suggesting an enabling provision 
in the Constitution by which the 
fit) of St. Louis in co-operation 
yith other interested areas of St. 
¥ouix County might take some ef- 
t«ctive action toward extension of 
the city’s boundaries. 


, An amendment initiated by peti- 


three alternative methods of con- 
solidating the county, in whole or 
in part, with the city. A proposal 
drafted under this authority was 
rejected by the voters of St. Louis 
County. Some authorities are of 
the opinion that this amendment 
is adequate. 

Although ‘the welfare of the 
whole county, economically and in 
many other respects, is closely re- 
lated to that of the city, there is 
no demand on the part of county 
residents for merger with the city; 
in fact, some sections of the county 
have displayed intense opposition. 


Joint Problems. 


The matters which jointly con- 
cern these communities include 
rapid transit, highways and traffic 
control, sewers, parks and public 
recreation, police and fire protec- 
tion, public utility services, relief 
of the needy, public health serv- 
ices, public libraries, housing, and 
planning for future development. 
A proposal which probably will 
be submitted to the delegates con- 
templates some sort of federation 
of the City of St. Louis and coun- 
ty municipalities by which. some 
of the governmental functions com- 
mon to all would be co-ordinated in 
a central authority, with others’ 
left in the hands of local author- 
ities. This would mean creation of 
a City of Greater St. Louis of 
which smaller municipalities, re- 
taining their own names and lo- 
cal governments, would be munic- 
ipal districts. 
The convention could, if it 
wished, write into the proposed 
new Constitution a complete re- 
definition of the territorial con- 
stituent of the City of St. Louis, 
to solve the problem of extension 
of boundaries. Whether the voters 
would ratify this is a question. 
For St. Louis County nothing 
has been suggested along the line 
of merger with St. Louis. The 
St. Louis County Chamber of Com- 
merce, however, has proposed con- 
sideration of a “home rule” pro- 
vision for the county. This sug- 
gestion is outlined in a letter sent 
to the seven convention delegates 
whose homes are in the county by 
the County Chamber of Commerce. | 
Signers of the letter are Philip B. 
Fouke, chairman of the board of 
directors, and Edward L. Bakewell, 
chairman of the Chamber’s County 
Reorganization C.ummittee. 
Accompanying this letter was a 
memorandum prepared by Girard 
C, Varnum, president of the Cham- 
ber, setting out the advantages 
expected from the application of 
home rule to the county. 


Two Possible Plans. 


Two possible plans for the ac- 
complishment of home rule for the 
county were described, in the letter 
to delegates, as follows: 

1. A provision in the State Con- 
stitution vesting authority in the 
Legislature to change the form of 
government of St. Louis County, 
subject to ratification of the voters 
of the county at a special election. 

2. The establishment through a 
provision of the Constitution of a 
charter commission invested with 
full authority to prépare and sub- 
mit to the voters of St. Louis 
County, at a special election, a 
change in the form of county gov- 
ernment. 

Under either of these plans it 
would be possible to draft a spe- 
cial charter for the government of 
the county, which on adoption by 
the voters would become. the 
framework of the county govern- 
ment, Such a “home rule” charter 
could supply the county with a cen- 
tralized authority to legislate on 
local matters for the entire coun- 
ty, and to administer cotinty-wide 
agencies controlling such matters 
as public health, highways and 
traffic, sewers, law enforcement 
and fire protection. 

The present cumbersome and in- 
efficient county government sys- 
tem, virtually the same ag is pro- 
vided by the Constitution for the 
smallest county in the State, would 
be abolished. This would elim- 
inate the present County Court and 
the various elective offices set up 
under the Constitution, and make 
possible a businesslike administra- 
tion under an elective board with 
appointive officers. 

How far this sort of government 
for the county would go toward 
meeting the needs of the larger 
municipalities of the county in re- 
lation to those matters which also 
vitally concern the City of St. Louis 
is uncertain.

Mexico Planning to Use War-Born 
Surplus to Develop Resources, 


HE millions of dollars of 


credit. 


The chances appear good ‘that 

much of this money, accumulated 
largely by Mexico’s sale of raw 
materials for war goods to the 
United States Government, will 
find its way back into the United 
States in peacetime purchases of 
heavy machinery for power plants, 
farm equipment, factory tools and 
the like. But. Mexico will refuse 
to hogtie itself to American purse 
strings. It will be seeking re- 
sumption of the European and 
Oriental trade it had before the 
war. It does not want to be, as 
a Mexican might put it, at the 
whim of Wall Street or Washing- 
ton. 
So Mexico welcomes the canny 
friendship of a tradewise England, 
with whom it renewed relations 
less than two years ago after a 
split on oil expropriation. It is 
cultivating Canada, with whom it 
undoubtedly will very soon estab- 
lish diplomatic relations. And it 
is flirting meaningfully with So- 
viet Russia (or vice versa), with 
whom mere renewal was not 
enough; the respective missions in 
Moscow and Mexico City have 
been raised to embassy status. 


Will Need U. S. Capital. 


But, unless there is a complete 
reversal in the current trend, re- 
sponsible American capital will be 
welcome and, what is more, need- 
ed. There will be _ restrictions, 
particulariy against exploitive en- 
terprises attempting to ship all 
their profits out of the country. 
Taxes are increasing, but they 
are not likely to overtake those 
of the United States. 


With a gold balance abpreaci- 
ing 200 million dollars, Mexico 
looks more attractive in terms of 
international finance than it has 
in 30 years. It still carries a heavy 
foreign debt, 250 million dollars 
in principal plus millions in inter- 
est, but Finance Minister Eduardo 
Suarez, who plays a smart hand 
of bridge, has negotiated an agree- 
men with a committee of inter- 
national bankers, headed by 
Thomas Lamont, whereby Mexico 
would retire the principal at a 
peso on the dollar, roughly a 
one-to-five ratio. 

That is not so final as it looks, 
because the Lamont group repre- 
sents only a small percentage of 
the bondholders, Actually but 9 
per cent of the debt is owed to 
Americans; the rest is held in 
Europe, and most of it in Axis- 
occupied Europe at that. But 
bankers say this proposed settle- 
ment is an encouraging gesture. 


Huge Development. 

Excellent authortiy indicates— 
this has not been revealed before 
—that the Government has a gi- 
gantic plan underway for the agri- 
cultural and industrial exploitation 
of northwestern Mexico. Warren 
Pierson, head of the Export-Import 
Bank, has just made an extensive 
trip to Mexico, and both Mexican 
and American sources say his visit 
was directly connected with the 
project. The Mexicans do not need 
money now, but they want the as- 
surance they can get it when they 
do. Pierson’s answer has not been 
published, but observers think it 
was qualifiedly favorable. 


The plan has many phases, The 
Mexicans want to construct five 
dams and a power plant in the 
area, which would throw hundreds 
of thousands of acres of land open

Briefly, Sweden would appear to me 
ideal, provided only that the Govern- 
ment and people of Sweden would fore- 
go their neutrality and allow their coun- 
try to be used as a base for operations 
against Germany. While the distance 
from the British Isles is somewhat far, 
nevertheless R. A. F. bombers and Amer- 
ican Fortresses could land a sizable con- 
tingent of men, munitions and supplies. 
The Swedish army, of some 800,000 well- 
equipped effective troops, could hold the 
enemy at bay until the British and 
American navies had swept up mines 
sufficiently to clear a passage for our 
navies and transports to land additional 
men and supplies for this undertaking. 

I believe that, once established upon 
Swedish soil, the end of the war with 
Germany, barring unforeseen circum- 
stances, should be in sight. An attack on 
Germany at this time, using Sweden as 
a base, might well have a good chance 
of success, as the German armies are oc- 
cupied in so many other theaters of the 
war.

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JOB BEFORE THE CONVENTION. 


Every citizen of Missouri, whether he realizes it 
now or not, hag a big stake in the results of the 
Constitutional Convention, which begins its sessions 
at Jefferson City today. 

The job of the 83 delegates is that of rewriting 
or amending the State’s 68-year-old Constitution, 
to correct its manifest inadequacies and bring it 
into line with the economic, social and legal neces- 
sities of modern times. 

To accomplish this task will require a sound grasp 
of the State Government’s needs, a determination 
to improve its functioning and a sense of public 
responsibility on the part of the convention mem- 
bers. And since their work must be passed upon 
by the voters, the people will have to exercise thé 
same qualities if the high possibilities of the session 
are to be realized. An informed and active public 
opinion is important also as an influence+ toward 
achievement by the convention. 

As is made plain by the series of articles now 
being published by the Post-Dispatch, the work of 
the convention must cover a broad scope, including 
such fields as the Legislature, the executfve, the 
courts, taxation, education, counties and cities, re- 
districting, elections and so on. Obviously, the tre- 
mendous job of studying each field, debating the 
reforms required and agreeing upon proper recom- 
mendations for change will require hard and earnest 
effort by the convention if it is to produce the re- 
sults expected by the people. 

What results are produced depends to a large 
extent on the attitude of the delegates. If they are 
to meet the public’s expectations, they must rigidly 
put aside partisan political squabbling, grinding of 
personal axes, thoughts of city-country rivalry— 
everything but the interests of Missouri and its 


‘people. 


The last previous Constitutional Convention, held 
in 1922-23, fell a good deal short. of being a success. 
Its sessions lasted 266 days, and it submitted 21 
amendments to the voters, who approved only six. 
What was wrong with that.convention? The Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute has just completed a 
highly useful piece of investigation by obtaining 
statements from persons associated with the 1922-23 
convention and summarizing their impressions of its 
defects.

Failure to limit sufficiently the time for in-

Slowness of committees in reporting. 

Attempt to legislate instead of formulating 
basic or fundamental matters. 

Abuse of the privilege of freedom of speech 
“in endless, irrelevant, pointless and often friv- 
olous talk." 

Too many absent members. 

Desire of some members to prolong the con- 
vention so as to increase their compensation. 


The institute’s survey is a valuable guide for the 
1948 convention. By warning of the pitfalls in the 
way, it should enable the present delegates to bene- 
fit by their predecessors’ experience and their mis- 
takes. As it turned out, the extreme length of the 
session and the futile wrangling that went on had 
a great deal to do with turning the public against 
the convention and the amendments it proposed. 

If this convention muffs its opportunity, there prob- 
ably will not be another chance to do the needed work 
of constitutiohal revision for at least 20 years. The 
people want this job done—they said so last Novem- 
ber when a majority of more than 100,000 voted 
to hold the convention. But they should insist on 
having it done right. 

Such a convention is a costly undertaking. It 
has authority to appropriate funds from the State 
Treasury for its expenditures. The last conven- 
tion’s cost, $800,000, was excessive because of the 
session’s inordinate length, but if it had produced 
a modernized Constitution, it would have been a 
good investment for the State. This convention, if 
it does the expected work, will be worth whatever 
it costs; tax reform alone will mean savings of mil- 
lions. But if it doesn’t produce results, if it merely 
wastes time and money, the tax-paying public will 
hold the obstructionist delegates responsible. 

“Let the welfare of the people be the supreme 
law” is a distinguished motto for the State, and 
it should be an inspiring one for the Constitutional 
Convention. 
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BALLOTS FOR CITIZENS OVERSEAS. 

While a bill to amend the soldier vote law, en- 
franchising all civilians abroad, waits for congres- 
sional attention, the National Association of Secre- 
taries of State plans an October meeting in St. Louis. 
War, Navy and Justice Department representatives 
will attend, and all delegates will probably come 
armed with picks, shovels and headlighted headgear, 
ready to make their way through the bituminous 
maze of conflicting state qualifications for voting. 

It isn’t necessary to recall the impromptu poll- 
tax speech, made by a sailor in the Senate gallery 
last session—“We don’t have to pay to fight!’— 
to appreciate the justice in handing a ballot to every 
man and woman who serves the nation, at home and 
overseas, and speeding that ballot on its return to 
the home poll. Absence from state of residence 
must not mean that a veteran of Salamaua or Saler- 
no, a Red Cross worker in Belfast or a Wac in 
Melbourne, has no voice in choosing who shall be 
the country’s leaders. Yet it can mean just that 
for many unless the law is simplified and the Secre- 


taries of State can work jointly and co-operatively to 
expedite its operation. 

Taking the longer view, it may be hoped that the 
current confusion will be a further persuasive argu- 
ment for uniform voting laws, uniform franchise 
qualifications throughout the states, despite the cot- 
ton in Senator Bilbo’s ears, the filibuster copy in 
his pocket. ' 
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NO DIMMING OF MAN POWER. 

Gen. George C. Marshall put it squarely up to the 
Senate and House Military committees yesterday. 
He said the armed services absolutely must have 
the man power which Selective Service says can be 
obtained only by drafting fathers. He said the ques- 
tion of where the man power is to come from is one 
“for the man-power people” to determine—and Con- 
gress could profitably adopt his attitude in this 
regard. But,,said the Army Chief of Staff, speak- 
ing on a subject on which he ig the nation’s best 
authority, unless the man power is forthcoming, the 
power of our offensive will be dimmed and “all we 
can do is reduce our program and change our 
strategy.” 

Where, Gen. Marshall asked, would the Congress- 
men like to cut? Would they like to reduce the pros- 
pective power of our ground forces to a level lower 
than that the high command considers necessary? 
Would they care to cut down on the aviation man 
power? These are, of course, rhetorical questions. 
Senator Wheeler of Montana and Representative 
May of Kentucky and others who are trying to ob- 
struct the father draft are not equipped to pass 
judgment on such questions, which are properly for 
technicians like Gen. Marshall to decide. 

The Messrs. Wheeler, May, et al., should start 
leaving technical decisions up to the technicians. 
Fathers who are likely to be called in the draft do 
not need to read any too closely between the lines 
of Gen. Marshall’s testimony to decide for them- 
seives whether good military strategy or cheap poll- 
tics is better for the country—and for them person- 
ally. The Chief of Staff said that unless the flow 
of man power continues at the rate required, we 
shall pay for the mistake in extra casualties. He 
said we must choose between sending into battle 
adequately trained troops, capable of doing their job 
and looking out for themselves, or inadequately 
trained troops, fighting under extra hazards because 
of their greenness.

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. A STEP TOWARD WORLD SECURITY. 

Congress appears to be on the verge of taking 
the first step, but a firm step, toward the collec- 
tive security of the peace-loving nations of the 
world. The direction of the wind was shown yes- 
terday by a bi-partisan vote of 252 to 28 by which 
the House extended from 40 minutes to four hours 
the time allowed for debate on the Fulbright reso- 
lution. 

The resolution, offered by an Arkansas Democrat, 
would commit Congress as “favoring the creation 
of appropriate international machinery with power 
adequate to establish and to maintain a just and 
lasting peace among the nations of the world, and 
favoring participation by the United States therein, 
through its constitutional processes.” 

It is, certainly, a long way from a declaration 
of intent to the realized hope. Much will depend, 
in the long future, upon the willingness of Con- 
gress—and the people—to be realistic in support of 
specific measures which alone can give real meaning 
to the Fulbright resolution. But by a vote for this 
expression of national policy we shall be on our 
way.

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A NEW ATTACK ON THE OWI. 

The Tory campaign against E)mer Davis, the Of- 
fice of War Information and all its works flames 
out into the open today with the demand of Repre- 
sentative Taber of New York for the OWI director’s 
scalp, for a “reorganization” of the agency and an- 
other sharp reduction in its funds. 

The OWI’s operations, says Taber, “are a continu- 
ing menace.” Mr. Davis, he goes on, should be sup- 
planted by “some kind of a business specialist, to 
get things in order.” 

All ‘this, of course, is utter nonsense. The OWI 
has made its mistakes, but on the whole it has 
brought accurate war information to the public, and 
Mr. Davis has stubbornly fought the brass hats and 
bureaucrats for the right to convey such news. If 
Mr. Taber will recall World War I, and the propa- 
gandistic, suppressive activities of George Creel’s 
Committee on Public Information, he will realize 
what a vast improvement hag been made in this

United States and-my faith and devotion 
to the ideals of justice and freedom for 
all peoples. of the world. 


In presenting this plea, I am conscious 
of the need for all of us to build a just 
and lasting peace, and that our common 
aim is to prepare it, and to attain it at 
the moment required, 


I am an old artist who has been among 
the first to denounce Fascism to the world. 
I feel and believe that I: can act as in- 
terpreter of the soul of the Italian people— 
those people whose voice has been choked 
for more than 20 years, but, thanks to 
God, just now is shouting for peace and 
liberty in the streets and squares of Italy, 
defying everything, even martial law. 

A people such as this deserves the respect 
of every man who is still able to discern 
between good and bad.’

If They Could Speak— 


It is with moved heart and deliberate 
mind that I try to convey to you American 
people what all Italians worthy of being 
so called think and would,say if they were 
free to communicate with you and to open 
their minds and hearts. 

They would like to say: “People of 
America, we are not your enemies and 
never have been your enemies in the past. 
We were forced into the role of ‘enemy’ by 
a vicious and wicked man, Mussolini, who 
betrayed us for more than 20 years, 


“We never wanted to fight against you, 
and ‘today we do not want to do it. Only 
the King of Italy and his bootlicker, Ba- 
doglio, both despicable men, are your en- 
emles.

Should this revolution result in an orderly

Respect for the integrity of the national 
territory of Italy as it was established be- 
fore 1922 (the march on Rome) through 
the strenuous efforts of Italy, France, 
England, the United States and their allies 
of the First World War.

Fine Picture of Chaucer’s Era 
In Unusual Book for Juveniles 


“The Innocent Wayfaring,”’ by Marchette Chata. 
(Charities Scribner's Sons, New York.) 


ERE is a rare achievement in the field 

of juvenile: literature, a historical ro- 
mance with rapid action, effectively simple 
characterization and an accurate medieval 
setting so skillfully combined that the teach- 
ers who will probably suggest the book to 
their literature classes will have to finish 
it themselves if they should chance to pick 
it up. 

Anne Richmond, 15-year-old daughter of 
Sir Hugh and Lady Emily, runs away from 
a convent school one June night in 1370. 
She twists her way in and out of a series 
of scrapes, almost marries a stuffy, pam- 
pered noble youth, never reaches London, 
but falls in love with her companion of the 
road, the poet Nicholas Ware. 

In spite of a concluding moralistic touch, 
a tendency evident also when Anne displays 
an immediate aversion to what must have 
been rather interesting court gossip, one 
recognizes real narrative skill, with details 
of social background so naturally intro 
duced that they help rather than hinder 


the action.

Other aids to an understanding of En- 
glish literature are the human portraits 
of medieval churchmen, the account of the 
sport of hawking, the natural explanations 
of Biblical dramas presented by trade 
guilds and the introduction of medieval 
pseudo-science. The picture of the age is 
comprehensive, for Anne in her escapades 
encounters everyone from nuns and nobles 
to cut-purses, robbers and a beggarly troop 
of walking players. 

Swift, hilarious action in a kangaroo- 
courtroom scene more than compensates 
for the one time the plot stands still, when 
the author reports all the conversations in 
progress around a castle dining table in 
an apparent effort to mention all aspects 
of the life of the time which do not enter 
the story unobtrusively, 

The work as a whole maintains a lively 
interest, has lasting charm and humor and 
will provide excellent teaching material by 
enabling young students of literature to ac- 
quire painlessly a good background for the 
study of Chaucer.

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THE GERMAN RETREAT AND OFFENSIVE 


T IS NOW clear that the Ger-

They are re- 
treating under pressure and they 
suffer great losses in men and ma- 
terial. They make continual coun- 
ter-attacks, but these are obviously 
for the purpose of rescuing their 
armies, not for the purpose of ad- 
vancing or holding ground. 

The Russians say they are even 
throwing in some of their reserves 
for this purpose. But this does not 
change the fact—that the over-all 
picture is of withdrawal. It is 
borne out by the fact -hat they are 
evacuating German nationals from 
the whole Ukraine.

Nazis’ Bad War Plan. 

N THE other side we see that 

the Germans are offering a 

terrific resistance in Italy. 
From a strategical viewpoint, the 
concentration of their forces there 
geems very unwise. It has been 
, argued by military commentators 
that the Germans throughout the 
war have been superb tacticians 
but wretched strategists. This is, 
to an extent true. The German war 
plan has been bad, from the begin- 
ning. But I doubt whether this ex- 
plains the present behavior, which 
is dictated both by military and 
political considerations. 

Some months ago the German 
military radio commentator, Gen. 
Dietmar, compared the rman 
gituation with that of Frederick 
the Great in the Seven Years’ War. 
At that time Prussia was fighting 
a war against a coalition, and 
Frederick’s strategy was always to 
defeat the first army to appear 
menacing, before a common pres- 
sure could be exerted. So now, when 
the Anglo-American forces are ap-| 
pearing in Europe, they must, ac- 
cording to Gen. Dietmar, suffer a 
drastic defeat even though they 
may later recuperate. 

The Germans must, according to 
this theory, use their internal posi- 
tion to deal blows first with the 
right hand and then with the left, 
never allowing both fronts to be 
equally strong at the same time. 
*For behind this military policy 
is a political strategy. That strate- 
gy is to' play the Russians against 
the Anglo-Saxons and vice versa. 
Germany today is in a position 
where she knows she cannot win 
the war and is only playing her 
hand not utterly to lose it. And in 
order to play the Anglo-Americans 
against the Russians and vice 
versa, she has to confront us with 
facts, not with words. 


The German Aim. 
O let us ask: What is the politi- 
cal meaning of the withdrawal 
from Russia? 

From “the German viewpoint it 
means the threat that Central 
Europe will be open to the Red 
Army. And this means that, lack- 
ing an agreement between Russia 
and the Anglo-Americans regard- 


ing the fate of Germany, the Rus- 
sians, on the spot, will decide the 
issue. . 

What is the political nleaning of 


the terrific resistance at Salerno? | 


It is the German intention to bring 
home to the Anglo-American pow- 
ers the fact that they alone, with- 
out Russia, are unable to defeat 
the German Army. 

Both facts together are designed 
to tell the following story: The 
Western powers have no chance to 
impose their war aims on Europe. 
They can only enable the Russians 
to impose their war aims. There- 
fore, say the Germans to us by 
actions instead of words—negoti- 
ate a peace before it ig too late.

Allied Agreement Lacking. 

OW all this would be transpar- 
N ent and easy to deal with if we 

had an understanding with the 
Russians concerning the future of 
Germany and Europe. But we have 
not. And I am compelled to’ be- 
lieve that the reason we have none 
is because the Anglo-American 
powers and their leaders think 
rhetoric counts. Neither the Rus- 
sians nor the Germans do. 

Both the Russians and the 
Anglo-Americans are considering 
their own national self-interest. 
Cordell Hull has asserted and justi- 
fied it, and it is in the nature of 
nations. It is an open secret that 
the Russians have been extremely 
difficult to deal with; that they 
have shunned or postponed confer- 
ences with Roosevelt and Chur 
chill. One can only assume that 
they wished to be in a better po- 
sition before such a conference 
should occur. The best position for 
the Russians is at a time when we 
are inextricably engaged on the 
continent of Europe, and when the 
German armies are retreating 


from Russia. This moment is now 


here. 

‘ Meanwhile, we have committed 
Ourselves to the unconditional sur- 
render of the German armies, and 
the Russians have not. We have 
made the phrase into a policy in 
dealing with Italy. The Germans 
are well aware that there is no 
agreement between the Anglo- 
Americans and the Russians re- 
garding the future of Germany and 
Europe. That is no doubt why they 
have sent—according to a recent 
report—the former German ambas- 
sador to Moscow, Von der Schulen- 
burg, to Stockholm, obviously with 
the object of putting out feelers 
to Moscow. And from Switzerland 
other Germans are putting’ out 
feelers in our direction, offering a 
change of government in Germany 
in return for peace. 


> * ” 

This is a dangerous situation. 
It would not be dangerous if we 
had an agreement with Russia. 
And, as I see it, it..will be impos- 
sible to reach an agreement with- 
out a change in our policy. If the 
Anglo-American powers are play- 
ing, for a world hegemony, they 
will, I féar, get some astonishing 
surprises. ee 


MUSICIANS REJECT PLEA OF 6

NEW YORK, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
The American Federation of Mu- 
sicians through its attorney, re- 
jected yesterday a request by six 
major electrical transcription com- 
panies to resume the manufacture 
of recordings under the oral agree- 
ment which Decca Decords, Inc., 
and its subsidiary, World Broad- 
casting System, reached Saturday 
with the union. The proposal was 
made at a special mediation panel 
hearing of the War Labor Board. 

Joseph A. Padway, general coun- 
sel for A. F. M., after refusing the 
request of the six firms, said: 
“These other companies have failed 
until now to show any disposition 
to settle. If the agreement signed 
with ‘Decca does not meet with 
their approval after it is drawn up, 
they won’t have to accept it. 

“We are not so dumb as to let 
them build up a backlog of records, 
thus making them more adamant 
when the time comes to sign the 
_agreement. ... If:the other com- 

nies fall in line with the Decca 

roposal, they too can start to 
make records five minutes later.”

LONDON, Sept. 21 (AP).—Sir 
Kingsley Wood, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, died today. : 
The man who was credited large- 
ly with keeping Great Britain’s 
wartime finance on an even keel 
died*‘on the eve of the anticipated 
announcement of his pay-as-you-go 
plan for workers’ income tax. 

He was 62 years old. 
. Wood had served as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer under Prime Min- 
ister Churchill since May 12, 1940. 
He previously had served as Lord 
Privy Seal and Air Minister. On 
Nov. 3, 1940, he was made a mem- 
ber of the War Cabinet but was 
dropped from this inner circle in 
February, 1942. 
Wood was the son of a Wesleyan 
minister. He commenced his po- 
litical career in 1911 as a member 
of the London County Council, 
equivalent to a city council in the 
United States. 
He had been a member of the 
same constituency since 1918 and 
in 1930 became chairman of the 
executive committee of the Na- 
tional Conservative and Unionist 
Association—the Conservative 
party. 
The senior partner of a London 
law firm and a prominent insur- 
ance executive during the early 
1920s, he also led the movement 
in Britain which resulted in the 
establishment of the Ministry’ of 
Health. 
Wood was responsible for the 
taxation program by which Britain 
raised unprecedented amounts of 
money to pay the costs of the most 
expensive war in all history, while 
keeping the country in a sound 
financial condtion.

Confer for First Time in 30 Years 


Archbishop of York Meets in Moscow With 
New Head of Orthodox Church 
mw.

sian co-operation. 

They were xthe Archbishop of 
York, second prWate of the Church 
of England, and Watriarch Sergei, 
newly chosen leader of the Russian 
Orthodox Church. The Archbishop 
had come to Moscow at the invita- 
tion of Sergei. He returned the in- 


vitation in person, saying that a

Carrying two letters signed by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
primate of the Church of England

Sergei was to 
return the call later in the day at 
the National Hotel, the Arch- 
bishop’s residence while here. A 
week of visits; conferences and 
Other activities were to follow. 
Government Not Represented, 
The visit of. the churchmen— 
the first in a third of a century— 
is purely a church affair in which 
the Soviet Government is not rep- 
resented in any way.

Its purposes were clearly indi- 
cated in the two letters and in an 
official statement, released later 
by the Archbishop's party.

Details of Automatic Plane Pilot 
Given Out With Army Approval 


Electronically-Controlled Device Keeps Ships 
From Dipping, Adds to Bomb Accuracy— 
Credited for Europe, Asia Success. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21 (AP).— 
Details of “one of America’s best- 
kept military secrets’’—the use of 
an electronically-controlled auto- 
matic pilot—were disclosed yester- 
day with Army approval, 

The device, said by the Army Air 
Force to have been “one of the 
factors responsible for the devas- 
tation” in raids over Europe and 
Asia, provides a stable platform 
for high altitude bombing “of vast- 
ly increased accuracy,” and its use 
was said to be “equivalent to a 
material increase in the number of 
planes participating in an attack.” 

The improvement was described 
by the Army Air Forces and the 
Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator 
Co. at a luncheon here, The com- 
pany co-operated with the Army 
Air Forces on its development after 
Materiel) Command officials at 
Wright Field foresaw the need for 
a modified instrument capable of 
controlling accurately aircraft on 
high altitude precision bombing 
missions. 

The disclosures were made in 
accordance with Army policy of 
informing the public on major 
military developments when it is 
certain the enemy no longer is in 
the dark about them. The im- 
provement was accepted by the 
Army Air Forces in October, 1941, 
and for months was. standard 
equipment on American heavy 
bombers and some types of bomb- 
er-trainer planes. 

An AAF spokesman said loss of 
some planes bearing the equip- 
ment made it reasonable to as- 
sume that the enemy knew essen- 
tial facts about it. 

Alfred M. Wilson, vice president 
in charge of the company’s aero- 
nautical division, described t he 
autopilot as designed “‘to take over 
completely the duties of the pilot 
on bombing runs” and “to hold 
the plane on a designated course 
without wavering.” He added that 
it was not designed to replace 
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pilots, but to give them maximum 
protection. 

He explained that super-sensitiv- 
ity of the electfonic mechanism 
returns a plane almost immediate- 
ly to its course, despite cross cur- 
rents, wind variations and air 
blasts from exploding antiaircraft 
shells, 

Provides Steady Platform. 

“Precision bombing,” he _ ex- 
plained, “requires a steady plat- 
form, because, if the plane is tip- 
ped or otherwise off its course at 
the time the bomb is released, this 
topping or movement will be im- 
parted to the bomb and cause it 
te miss the target.” He said that, 
just as the rifleman steadies his 
gun on a tripod, the autopilot pro- 
vides an artificial tripod to hold 
the aircraft on the bull’s eye when 
bombs are released.

factor of decisive importance was 
that any German reinforcements 
and most of the supplies needed by 
them would have had to come by 
sea, across the water gap separat- 
ing Sardinia from Italy and 
France. But Germany lacks both 
the merchant shipping ‘and _ the 
naval power necessary to run the 
Allied gauntlet in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Some disappointment has been 
expressed because the large Ital- 
ian naval force which surrendered 
to the Allies will not be available, 
at least not immediately, for ac- 
tive combat against the Nazis. 

Actually, the disappearance of 
the Italian fleet as a factor in the 
Mediterranean is in itself a devel- 
opment of.tremendous importance. 
It means that Allied naval power 
which Was needed to immobilize 
the Itallan warships will now be 
available for other duties, both in 
the Mediterranean and elsewhere, 
particularly in the Pacific. 

Because of this circumstance, the 
same difficulty which Germany 
had in retaining Sardinia is likely 
to be repeated on other Mediter- 
ranean islands, including Crete, the 
Dodecanese and the Greek islands 
of the Aegean. 

These islands, together, have 


and with a special mission of 
transportation experts, the re- 
habilitation of important sections 
of Mexico’s creaky national railway 
system.

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with the other dry in- 
gredients. Cream the shortening, 
add sugar and blend well. Add 
one egg at a time and beat each 
time until mixture is fluffy.

Diagnosed

MUST confess, as a ¢riticism 
| of my profession, that the aver- 

age fellow with an average, 
acute backache in a town of aver- 
age doctots is not likely to get 
much of a break in the hafdling 
of his case. 

Somebody has said that the only 
person interested in backache is 
thé fellow who has one. Thete are 
three kinds of doctors into whose 
hands he is likely to fall: , firat, 


the doctor who gives him some: 


chloroform liniment to rub on and 
then straps up the back with ad- 
hesive tape, no matter what the 
cause may be. Second, the manip- 
ulator Who rubs and pounds and 
wrefiches the back, often adding 
additional injury to the original 
one, and third, the rarity who 
really tries to find out what the 
cause of the trouble is and pre- 
actibes treatment accordingly. 
Not, you understand, that stra 

ping or maniptilation may fot 
thé correct thing, but it is a good 
idea to find out what exactly is 
the matter first. 


* * * 
THE BACK is a pretty compli- 
eated structure. There are first 
thé vertebrae, a succession of 


“‘bofies attached to d¢ach other by 


ligamefits atid separated by carti- 
laginous disks. Nearly anything in 
the way of injury or disease, such 
as arthritis, might happen to the 
vertebras bones alone to Catise 
backache, But then there are @ 
lafge number of massive muscle 


- gtéups which move the spinal éol- 


uffin around, keep it in line, été. 
Anythifg may throw a strain of 
them, from high heels to a slumped 
position at the school desk, and 
will produce a postural backache. 

Thete aré nerves coming out 
from the spinal cord through aper- 
tufes between the vertebrae, and 
thesé may become inflamed. Then 
there are organs underheath—the 
kidneys, which may contain stones 
to produce backache (although the 
old conception of Bright’s disease 
sg tices as a pain in the back 
is puté buhk). Then, and this is 
often forgotten, there is the men- 
tal conception of the back. It 
bears the burdens of life. And 
some may think their burdens are 
too heavy afd get a psychological 
backache, e 

wo 


SO THE TASK of the diagnosti- 
cian in studying a case of back- 
ache is a formidable one. The 
backathe may be acute, dué to a 
wrench of af injuty. Here bracing 
the back to produce immobiliza- 
tlon is possibly indicated. The ad- 
hesivé stfapping tay be all right 
or it may require a plaster cast. 
Recurrent backaches may be dué 
to postiite or muscle inflamiia- 
tion, and here lies often the value 
of massage, mafiipulation, or some 
form of physical therapy. 

Backache reliéved by fest is 
likely to be due to injury, perhaps 
even small fractures of the verte- 
bral facets, Backache in the 
morning, getting better as the day 
wears on, is tistially in the muscles 
— fibrous deposits or what not. 
Backathe at night is likely to be 
arthritis of the vertebrae or to 
protrusion of the disks between 
them, Constant Backache often de- 
notes ah infection of some part of 
the spite, 

But thése are generalities and 
should” alWays be checked by 
X-ray afid careful physical exami- 
nation,

It took considerable self-restraint 
on West's part, first to pass to the 
two club bid, and, second, to leave 
in the double of that contract. He 
had great cofifidefice in his part+ 
ner, however, and although thé 
leave-in of such a double, when 
void of the doubled suit, is not 
usually the best practice, he de 
cided to gamble it out this timé, 
The result was éxcellent from thé 
East-West point of view, but i am 
strongly inclined to féel that 
West's “obedience” was a mistake 
and that it was only because de 
clarer played the hand badly that 

West did not regret his decision. 
Three rotinds of hearts were 
played at the start, declarer ruffing 
the third while East discarded @ 
spade. Declarer then led a low club 
to the ace and, when West showed 
out, probably became a bit rattled. 
The diamond ace was cashed and

ducking. West's jack won and @ 
low spade was returned, dummy’s 
queen being captured by the ace, 
Bast now took charge of the trump 
situation, cashing the king and 
queen, then forcing out declarer’s 
last trump by exiting with the siz 
spot. Declater led a diamond 
which East won. East carefully 
laid down the spade jack, to smoth- 
er declarer’s possible ten spot, 
Dummy’s low spade became a host- 
age to the defenders and rounded 
out a penalty of 800 points. 

Declarer should have saved a 
trick and thereby obtained an ex- 
cellent score for his own team. He 
had no right to expect a good 
trump break, considering East's 
prompt double, hence should not 
have touched trumps. He should 
have played to ruff one spade and 
oné heart and to surrender, in all, 
one spade, two hearts, two dia- 
monds, and two clubs. A 500-point 
penalty would have been chéap 
since East-West could have made 
a vulnerable game.
